CULTURE—CABBAGE, COLLARD, BROCCOLI AND CAULIFLOWER —Prepare 
land with one thousand pounds of 4-8-6 fertilizer in three-foot rows. Set plants 15 
to 18 inches in the row, which requires about ten thousand plants to the acre. These 


plants are frostproof, and will usually stand a temperature of ten degrees below 
freezing. Set the plants in the soil up to the bud and water. For sucking insects 
spray with Blackleaf 40 or dust with Rotenone. For leaf-eating insects dust with 
calcium arsenate or 5% DDT dust.

You 
may order your frost-kill plants in advance, giving the date you 
wish shipment made. It will be a saving to you to send one order. 


2. REMITTANCES. You can send money safely by Post Office money 
order, bank draft or check. Our terms are cash with order or 
C. O. D. For your convenience we will make C. O. D. shipment. 
However, as an additional C. O. D. fee must be paid, it will be a 
saving to you to send remittance with your order. 


3. TRANSPORTATION. We advise Express shipment on all orders 
ot 2000 or more plants. 


4. AIR SHIPMENT OF PLANTS. Plants cannot be shipped by Air 
Freight. Air Express and Airmail rates are so high that we advise 
against shipment by either method. 


CARE OF PLANTS ON ARRIVAL. As soon as your plants come, 
take them out of the crates and set them out. If not ready to set, 
trench them out in soft mud, cutting the strings and spreading the 
plants. Keep the roots moist and the tops dry. 


IMPORTANT—Leaves of plants will sometimes wilt or turn yellowish 
green in transit. This does not hurt them. They will recover their 
fresh green color soon after planting.
